ItB RADIATES GOOD NATURE. 

Mr. Do Thulstrup, alter sketching 
Mr. Hoke Smith, declared that hie 
face was the most difficult one to pro- 
duce. 

Mr. Hoke Smith is as difficult a 
man to describe as to draw. The 
most striking thing about him is his 
good nature. This shines out in all 
directions. Tho name of Hoke is 
very appropriate to the man in view 
of its derivation, as Hoke Smith ex 
plaliiB it. Hoke comes, he declares 
from the German word "hoeh." mean- 
ing tall. The Southern Hokes came 
from Pennsylvania, where Mr. Smith 
declares there are thousands of Hokes 
still. Tho name was changed to Hoke 
by the Pennsylvania Dutch. 

Hoke Smith who has such an im- 
portant branch of tho nation's house- 
keeping In his charge, has one great 
horror In life, and that is the horror of 
getting fat. The description of him 
as a very stout man, is absolutely in- 
accurate. His chest, which is rery 
big, is at least five or six inches bigger 
around than his waist. 

Mr. Smith declares that he never 
allows himself to get fat, but adopts 
no special plan for keeping thin, ex- 
cept violent riding.

Hoke Smith is a simple man in ap- 
pearance, and In his way of living.

Fowls 
toeed it more than most aWUIa'S.,^ their 
feathers containing between four and 
fivo per cent of sulphur. Their eggs 
also have a small quantity, which is 
noticed by the discoloring of a silver 
spooa when it comes in contact with 
allied egg. Applied externally to 
.he fowls when on the nest, to the 
t, or mixed with the soil in 
the dusting box, it is equally effica- 
cious in destroying vermin. 

An egg weighing 1} ounce 
tains 120 grains of carbon and 17 ' 
grains of nitrogen, or 12.26 per cent of 
Itabon and two per cent of nitrogen 
The value of one pound of eggs, for 
sustaining the active forces of the 
body, is to the value of one pound of 
lean beet as 1,584 to 9,000. As a flesh 
producer, one pound of eggs is equal 
tofrmo pound of beef. A hen will 
fljfcsume on an average one bushel of 
corn yearly, and lay ten dozen eggs, 
or fifteen pounds. This is equivalent 
trying that 3± pounds of corn will 
produce, when fed to a hen, five-sixths 
of a pound of eggs; but five-sixths of 
a pound of pork requires about five 
potods of corn for its production. 
Taiurg into account the nutriment in 
^Uch, and the comparative prices of 
the two on an average, the pork is 
much the more costly food, and less 
healthful than eggs.— Poultry Keeper. 
^Tfce poultry mauure is very valua- 
ble, stud Bhould be saved. It can be put 
in a barrel and mixed with an equal 
amount of dry dirt or sand. 

An exchange tells of a man who 
keeps seventy cows and four hundred 
hens. He says the hens pay the most 
profit, as he feeds them properly, and 
fas a stream of eggs going to market 
aji tie winter, when the demand is 
g&mt and prices high. 

An exchange says that there is too 
mnch hurry in the attempt to hatch 
early pullets. If they are hatched 
out in January or February they are 
liable to moult in the fall, the 
as old hens. From the first of March 
to tho first of May is soon enough to 
hatch early pullets, the large breeds, 
hewever, being hatched before April 
15, and the small breeds not later 
than May.

Poultry raising is an important in- 
dustry which should not be looked 
upon as an unprofitable side line in 
connection with other farm industries. 
Jglp question is frequently asked, 
not this 'chicken' business be 
ovevotyne in time ?" This same ques- 
tion was just as common twenty years 
fb , and to-day we find ourselves 
iyiug from one to three cents more 
jr dozen for eggs and an average of 
five cents a pound more for poultry. 
It is therefore impossible to over-esti- 
mate tho importance of this delicious 
i.rffWst healthful diet. 
' France with an area ot 204,000 
square miles, of which only 98,000 are 
i capable ot cultivation ; with all the 
disadvantages of climate and high 
oo'st of food for fowls realizes $170,000,- 
000 annually from her poultry indus- 
try. Shall we, the people of the 
United States, fall behind our little 
sfeter republic in appreciating any 
-(good thing? Wc must surely realize 
that our nation is consuming more 
\ poultry and eggs every year and the 
demand is steadily increasing. We 
find that in 1872 we imported 6,000,- 
000 dozen eggs, which, at 24 cents per 
dozen, amounted to 1,1,440,000. Tho 
fact that the demand so far exceeds 
the supply of this article of food 
shows that we farmers of to-day need 
not be afraid to keep a small flock of 
hens and to make from them the 
greatest profit which we can possibly 
obtain.
